One Dead, Six Injured 
In Milo Farmhouse Fire

the farm home of Norman McCord 
of Milo early Tuesday morning. 
Also hospitalized with lacerations 
receive^ when he jumped through 
a window to escape is Mr. McCord s 
14-year-old son, Kiehard. • 

Percy Cubbon of Calgary died 
Tuesday after being admitted to 
hospital at about three a.m. He 
was the most critically injured, re¬ 
ceiving burns on 95 per cent of his 
body. The other men now in hospi¬ 
tal are receiving treatment fni 
severe burns are Mr. McCord, 
William Beckner, Walter Kidder 
and Lawrence J. Smith, till of 
ivlilo, and Cuy Christensen of Cal¬ 
gary. They ate all expected to 
recover. ' , 

The men had been working on 
the farm during the day, moving 
wheat, and returned to the five- 
roomed farm bungalow at about 
midnight. At about 12:30 ajn. the 
engine that operates the farm 
lighting system stopped and one 
of the men went outside ftr a pail 
of gasoline to replenish the engine's 
fuel supply. In some manner, when 
ne re-entered the kitchen, the pail 
overturned, spilling gasoline across 
the kitchen floor. It is thought that 
the pilot flame in the propane kit¬ 
chen range ignited the gasoline 
fumes, for a terrific explosion re¬ 
sulted that turned the kitchen in 
which all me men were seated, in¬ 
to an inferno. All suffered burns 
in escaping from the house and in 
extinguishing the fiames In each 
other’s clothing. The son, Richard, 
asleep in an adjacent bedroom at 
the time, broke a window and esca¬ 
ped from the flames by this exit, 
receiving a number of lacerations 
from the broken glass. He was the 
only -other occupant of thv house, 
Mrs. McCord being in Calgary at 
the time. 

As flames shot up from the fu.-m 
house neighbors of the McCord 
family rushed to the—scene and 
through thejr efforts the injured 
men were brought to the Vulcan 
hospital. A great deal of difficulty 
was experienced in getting the men 
to Vulcan, due to the storm condi¬ 
tions still prevailing and the badly 
drifted roads. A County snowplow 
was called out to clear the way 
and, at the hospital, the burned and 
injured men were attended by Dr. 
A. D. Tompkins and Dr. M. E. 
Koziol. „ a 

The accident is being investigat¬ 
ed by the RCMP and Coroner Dv. 
Tompkins has stuted that no in- 
uuest will be held.

Blood Helped

A graphic illustration of the 
value of the Red Cross Blood 
Transfusion Service was given 
in Vulcan Tuesday morning, 
when the men who were burn¬ 
ed and injured in the farmhouse 
fire at Milo were brought to the 
Vulcan hospital. 

Several battles of blood plas¬ 
ma, supplied by the Red Cross 
are kept on hand at the hospi- 
al fee emergencies and this en¬ 
tire stock of plasma was used 
to help the fire vidtims recover 
from the very severe state of 
shock. M<ue plasma could have 
been used him it been available, 
but everfTKe limited supply on 
hand |J<^»ved invaluable and 
helped save the lives of some of 
the most severely burned men. 
Had there oeen time, whole 
blood could have been rushed 
from Calgary to meet 'the emer¬ 
gency. 

Is tjiere any better illustration 
of (the need for and the good 
done by this free service of the 
Red Cross Society? This blood 
transfusion service, whereby 
life-giving blood is supplied free 
to anyone in this province, is 
entirely dependent upon volun 
tary donors for support.

Not a Good Enough Answer 

Canada has a wheat problem. The 1955 harvest 
is practically finished, with quality and yield generally 
good. But that accentuates the problem, which is 
one of oppressive delivery restrictions, tightening 
markets and vulnerable prices. 

The government has announced a measure of 
relief. It will guarantee $1,000 bank loans advanced 
to fanners who have plenty of wheat but are short 
of money. The interest rate will probably be 5 6r 5y% 
per cent. Further, the government is putting stronger 
pressure on the U.S. to keep it from demoralizing 
normal Canadian markets. 

Viewed against Canada’s traditional policy of 
protection for secondary industry, the new govern¬ 
ment policy of guaranteeing loans is quite inadequate. 

There’s hardly a manufacturing industry in Canada 
which is not “protected” at the expense of the Cana¬ 
dian consumer. • Why are cars, shirts, washing ma¬ 
chines and ever so many other items more expensive 
here than in the U.S. ? Mostly because the government 
has said they must be.. And farmers are among the 
consumers who suffer most from that policy. 

Now that the farmer himself is so hard-pressed, 
he is entitled to help or protection a little more sub¬ 
stantial than mere bank loan guarantees. 

Because most of the wheat is exported and must 
be sold at competitive prices the form of protection 
must be different than in the case of secondary Cana¬ 
dian industry. Perhaps a two-price structure would 
help—the Wheat Board selling the wheat to foreign 
markets at going prices and to Canadian processors 
and consumers at say $3 per bushel. 

The Canadian marketing problem is caused to 
some extent by a succession of better-than-average 
crops. A couple of crop failures would drastically solve 
the problem, though creating one even worse. In a 
sense it is good that Canada has enough wheat on 
hand to carry it over one or two bad years. 

And poor crops in other parts of the world would 
take the pressure off the price. 

But in the meantime? 

Since the people of Canada can’t be ordered by 
the government to subsidize wheat producers directly 
in the same way they subsidize manufacturers, the 
time is fast approaching to consider an indirect sub¬ 
sidy through the medium of taxation. 

Ir that time has not yet come, certainly something 
better than 5 per cent money is required. 

The farmer, for instance, should be paid storage 
on say at least half of his grain. It costs him . just 
as much to carry it as it does anyone else. At present 
even the coqt of storage of delivered wheat must be 
in the end be borne by the producer. Direct payment 
— not loans — by the/govemment to the farmer to 
cover the cost of storage would be in order. 

More to the point, the government should make 
loans available on undelivered grain at no more than 
2 or perhaps 3 per cent, perhaps even interest free. 
If a system of bank guarantees won’t produce that 
kind of money then the government should advance
